| will be giving this month’s presentation, which will cover a topic relevant to all radio amateurs 
— reducing your RF exposure risk. While the exposure risk associated with amateur radio is 
generally low, there are practical steps that every ham should take to quantify the risk associ- 
ated with their equipment, and actions we can all take reduce our exposure risk. We'll cover 
what the FCC recommends in terms of RF safety, as well as practical safety tips that every 
ham should consider.
